It was noted by Mr. Moken- 
sie that this boy was a runaway boy from the Mus coweg nan 
Indian school at Lestoek and not the Bdward LeRat that 
he had thought it to be at all. It was learned that there 
are several of the Indian boys of the Gowesses Inijian 
Reserve bemring thie same name. However, thir boy is 
formerly from the Cowenses Indian Reserve, but he had 
been placed in the Indian echool at Lestock sometime 
during last January, and as a result of further interr- 
ogation he admitted tat he had run away from the sehool 
in question and that hie former Story was fictitious.

I received your letter about the two 
Pelletier girls, I went to Bangor today, hed e telk with 
my old friend the postmaster, Charlie Wade, in fect it was 
the Legion boys that put Charlie in as Postmaster. while 
talking with Mr. Wade, the two girls, Rosemary end Murielle, 
with their little sister, past by. The little girls were 
holding hands and laughing, and quite happy. Anyway Mr. Wade 
celled the three girls into the poast office and after the 
zirls hed got over their shyness, I asked them if they played 
baseball yet, they siad they did but not on the school team 
yet, then they leuchingly told me how they enjoyed themselves 
at the Bancor Sports, so the girls and I went and had an ice 
cream cone. 


After we were all good and friendly I asked them 
if they liked Bangor or if they wanted to go back to the Indian 
school, the girls were sure they wanted to stay here in Bangor, 
anyway Sir, I can assure you that these children ere really 
happy here. fhen I spoke to them, they head not been near their 
stepmother, and the three cirls were happy together.

Some time ago Mir. L.J. Chase, Provincial 
Secretary of the Canadian legion of the British Empire Service 
League, forwarded to me a letter he had received from 
Samson Pelletier, No. 268 of the Cowessess Band, Crooked Lake 
Agency, regarding his two girls, Rosemary aged 12° and Muriel 
aged 8, who were born of a previous marriage. At that time these 
two girls were in residence at the Cowessess Indian Residential 
School and they were later transferred to the Muscowequan School 
at Lestock. 


I am attaching copy of Samson Pelletier's 
letter and you will note that he wishes to have the two girls 
stay with their stepmother, Mrs. Rose A. Pelletier, his present 
wife who is living at Bangor, Saskatchewan, instead of on the 
reserve. I presume her home was at Bangor before she married 
Pelletier. At the present time the two girls are living with 
her since it is holiday time. 


I wes talking to Father Jeannotte a 
shott time ago when he wes in the office and I showed him the 
correspondence in this connection. He was of the opinion that 
the stepmother only wanted the two girls with her in order to 
get Dependent's allowance for them. This, however, does not seem 
tu be the case because Mr. Chase had the home conditions of this 
woman investizated at Bangor, and I am attaching copy of a letter 
he received from Mr. F. Cockerton of Waldron, an ex-service man, 
together with copy of a Btatement from Mr. Charles Wade, Postmaster 
at Bangor, and statement signed by Muriel and Rosemary Pelletier. 
Evidently this woman enjoys a good reputation in the town where 
she lives and is capable of looking after the two girls. It also 
seems that it is the desire of the two girls to live with their 
stepmother instead of returnine to school.

I have your letter of the 18th instant, 
with reference to Rosemary Pelletier, No. 0254, 
and Murielle Pelletier, No. 0255, ils of the 
Muscowequan Indian Residential School. 


I am inclined to agree with Father 
Jeannotte that the real reason for the steymother's 
wish to have these children with her is to enable 
her to secure the dependent's allowance. However, 
if you feel perfectly satisfied that the stexymother 
is prepared to give the girls a proper home, the 
Department has no objection to granting their dis- 
charge. I feel, however, that before doing so you 
should again consult Father Jeannotte and, if he 
has any objections to the discharge, you should 
write again before approving the discharge. 


A review of our files shows that the 
girls were admitted to the Cowessess School at the 
ages of three and four. Apparently the father put 
them in the school as soon as his first wife died 
so as to be relieved of any responsibility for them. 
It is rather amusing to see how much interest he is 
now displaying in them, even though he is not at 
home to enjoy their company. I feel certain that 
you will give this matter very careful consideration 
along the lines suggested in this letter.

Dear Sir: 


I have for acknorledement your letter of 
the 5th instant, in which you intimate that Parbera 
Cyr, No. 0235, and Rachel Cyr, No. 0310, pupils of the 
Gordon's School, have been without your permission 
transferred to the Muscowecuan School. 

In a letter dated August °?, 1949, signed 
by Mrs. Albert Cyr, the statement is made that they have 
one child enrolled at the Muscowecuan fesidential School. 
However, we have made a very diligent search of our 
records here, and there is nothing to indicate that an 
admission form for the entry of this chilc to the Muscow- 
equan School has been received by the Department. 


You are aware, no doubt, that it has been 
the policy of this Department for a number of years to 
do everything humanly possible to discourage the tronsfer 
of pupils from a residential school operated by one church 
to a residential school operated by another church. Such 
transfers not only tend to interrupt the pupil's studies 
but have a very confusing effect on the pupil from the 
standpoint of his religious and moral prozress. In the 
case of the Cyr children, it would appear that they were 
enrolled at the Muscowequan School without your permission 
and that no admission forms duly signed and asixinr 
admission and enrolment have reached the Department. 
Department is of the opinion, therefore, that these chi 
should be immediately returned to their home. After they 
have been returned to their home, their case should be 
very carefully reviewed by you and, if convenient, dis- 
cussed with the Principals of the two schools concerned. 
If the parents of these children are Catholic, you shoul 
sive the approximate date when they became members ’ th 
Catholic Chureh and whether, or not, they are Catholt 
it this date. You should then carefully revie the 
evidence and send in a definite recommendation in 
to the education of t! e children. If they have 
ferred from the Gordon's School to the Muscowequan 
simply because the parents have a temporary grudge: 
Mr. Frayling, then you might consider the advisability 
leaving them at home for a year, after the lar >f 
time their claims for enrolment at residential sc 
might be carefully reviewed. In any event, it is cer 
ly the intention of the Department to co everything 
possibly can to prevent such trensfers in the future, 
sending a copy of this letter to the Principal of the 
Wuscowequan School for his information. I am elso 
to you copy of a letter rece+ved by the Department from 
Mr. and Mrs, Albert Cyr.

I have your letter of the 3th instant, 
with reference to Mathew Wolf removing his son from 
the Muscowequan Indian Residential School. 


It is regretted that the Principal of the 
Muscowequan School allowed the father to take the boy; 
but, as this has now been done, we cannot see any 
reason for returning him to the school. If such 
action were taken, it would simply be the cause of 
trouble to all parties concerned. 


However, the Principal of the Muscowequan 
School should be very definitely informed that pupils 
should not be allowed to leave school simply because 
they have reached the age of 16. You will note that 
Section 10 (1) of the Indian Act mentions ‘the full 
age of 16", This has always been interpreted to mean 
until the child reaches his 17th birthday. In any 
case, we have not authorized discharge of any pupil 
simply because he or she has reached the 16th birth- 
Gay during the academic year. In all such cases we 
feel that the child should complete the academic year, 
both in his own interests and in the conduct of any 
residential school.

You should consult the Principal end let me have 
e report regarding the advisibi ‘ty of discharging these 
pupils. However, it is not our general practice to discharge 
@ pupil immediately on attaining the age of sixteen. 
Such pupils are retained in the school until the close 
of the academic yeer. For instance, as shown above pupil 
No, /241 will not be sixteen until March, 1947 and the 
Department feels that unless some very strong reason is 
given for his discharge he should be retained in the school 
until June 30th, 1947. When children ere discharged 
immediately on attaining sixteen it not only disrupts the 
pupils own work out it disrupts all the pupils in the school.

I do not see any reason to dischaege Pupil No. 241 
Deniel Bigsky who is going to be 16 only in March 
1947,. It is true that last year a boy was dis- 
cherge by Doctor's recommendation, his father being 
ill. If we discharge Daniel now, it will not help his 
father to work at home, because he has no farm, it 
may be to help him to make more home-brew as he is 
Suspected. 


Later on I shall submit a list of pupils who are 
going to be 16 years during this Academic Year 1946+ 
1947. * 


For my own part, I do not favor the discharge of pupils 
under 16 years of age, unless for some special reason, and 
pupils attaining the age of sixteen should be retaiged in 
school until the close of the academic year.

Providing no more snow arrives it is expected that the Xray 
Outfit will be visiting Gordons and Muscowequan School this coming 
week, in which case it should be seen that this boy is x-rayed. 


Knowing Mr. Bruce from past experience, the only thing to do 
providing Father De Varrenes will accept him as a pupil, is to 
give him 24 hours to place this child in school, and if he does 
not do so take the necessary procedure laid down by the Indian 
Act.

This is the first intimation we heve received 
regterding this girl's illness, and it is considered 
unfeir thet she should be allowed to remain in the 
school. 


No doubt she requires treatment, und I feel 
thet the girl should be placed in the hospitel or 
some institation where she can receive the treatment 
she requires at the expense of Indian Health Services. 


You will note that Dr. Moore points out thet 
returning her to the reserve might be the ceuse of 
infection among the other Indiens. There is the 
same possibility if she remains in the school. 


I feel you will agree with me that it is si ply 
impossible to operate educationel institutions properly 
if the Medical Services, without consultin us, tarn 
them into semi-hospitels.

Last week on a tour of my Diocese I visited our Gordon's 
Indian Reserve and spent two days with our people. 


One family, Mr. and Mrs. John Edwin McNab, asked for 
an interview, during which they informed me that 4 year ago 
they had sent their son, Charles Maynard McNab, to the Roman 
Catholic Residential School at Lestock, since Gordon's Residential 
School was not operating. Later, as you will know, we opened 
Gordon's as a two-room day school and it still continues to 
function as such, until such time as your Department discovers 
water in sufficient quantity for the Residential School to open 
fully. Mr. and Mrs. McNab are members of our Anglican Church 
and expressed their distress to our lay missionary, Mr. Robert 
Hicks, that their boy has been baptized into the Roman Church 
at Lestock. They now request me, in writing, to ask for his 
transfer to Gordon's Reserve so that he may attend our day school 
now in operation. Mr. McNab informs me that when he sent his 
boy to the Roman Catholic Residential School at Lestock, it was 
with the distinct understanding that he should not be baptized 
into the Roman Church.

I have your letter of the 2%th. ultimo re information re- 
ceived by the Department to the effect that the Agent recently 
steted to the Indians of the Onion Lake Agency that they had a 
right to take their children from school whenever they so de- 
sired. TI cannot from correspondence here make out what this 
refers to,but I feo} fairly aure that the Indian Agent did not 
convey such information, or at least cannot quete my authority 
therefor. Such instructions would be against the Department's 
policy, and I never meant to convey any such meaning. 

However, a misconception may have been created among 
the Indians by the conduct of one of them. This one has been 
having too much his own way, and I gave instructions to the 
Indian Agent, copy of which letter of the 28th. of November 
last is enclosed. ‘The case referred to was about some pupils 
retained home by parents without permission and as such con= 
sidered as deserters. 

I may aleo quote an extract from a letter dated the 2Ist. 
Feb. 1906 from myself to the Principal of the Onion Lake C.E. 
School in a similar case. "As regarde ceserters the regula- 
tione devolve it upen you to put the law in motion". This re# 
fers to section If of the School Regulations, where some officer 
of the school must lay the information necessary for the issue 
of a warrant to take back an abseny@®@ without leave from the 
school.

Sir, 

I am in receipt of your letter of the 8th. instant respect- 
ing the Badger children. I very much regret the trouble that 
has arisen about their attendance at the R. C. School, In my 
letter of the I6th. October expressing a trust that they would 
goon be returned to school, I scarcely meant that you were to 
use the Police; but only your best inf luence. 

From the notes of statements made by the Indians before 
you on the 8th. instant I feel that, if true, they have some 
reason to complain of the treatment the pupils receive in 
school. Not only putting the boys to help at washing, over- 
working young girls when nearing maturity, but the ear-twisting 
for punishment should be dropped, the latter absolutely. When 
the children have sore necks or are tender about the throat, 
this sort of punishment is cruel. 

I think it would be well to call the 
you propose, speak to them in a persuasive manner, assure them 
the overwork and ear-twisting will be discontinued, and tell 
them the Indian Commissioner and *he Department are most anxiouw 
that they should send their children to school. 

Section 7 of the School Regulations does not apply to 
Boarding Schools. Sections 9, I2, and 13 principally apply to 
teking and keeping Indian children of school age in Boarding 
Schools. We do not wish *« apply foree, if we can avoid it; 
yet we urge them to send their healthy children to be educated. 
The Government has helped the Indians a good deal, and they 
ought to listen to its advice, and give theirs children a chance 
not only to speak, read, and write English, but ‘ the girls 
to cook and sew, and the boys to garden and tend cattle.

Sir, 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter quoted, and in reply to inform you that it is true 
in many cases both the Principals of the two schools here 
and myself fail to get the parents to send their children 
to school, while in other cases the children are readily 
given. 

You are however misinformed if you are led to believe 
that many of the parents whic do notsend their children to 
school receive regular rations from the Department. There 
are I2 heads of families altogether who have chilaren fit 
to be admitted to school, of whom 3 receive rations regu- 
larly, a widow, an aged man, and a man becoming blind, 3 
receive rations frequently and 6 very seldom, only when 
really in want. 

There are a number of Indians at Island Lake who 
draw treaty, but receive no help from the Department, they 
live by hunting and fishing and !ave a good man children 
ef school age, and again at Long Lake there are a few 
children of school age, but the parents are self supporting. 

Since your letter was written, twe applications for ad- 
mission to the R. C. School have been sent you and to-day I 
have had the promise of another. 

It would be well I think if you would instruct me not 
to give assistance in the way of food or clothing to any who 
have children of school age,not attending school, leaving 
me some discretionary power where circumstances are press~ 
ing.

The Boarding Schools in your Agency experience great 
difficulty in securing recruits among the Indians on the 
Reserves, although, as I am informed, there are many 
Treaty children of school age on the reserves, who are re- 
ceiving no education because their parents neglect to send 
them to school.

some arrangement with a man named Leyde to take char@ 
of the Mission stables and make a regular charge for 
feed and stabling for the public. Such a place has 
been a lone felt want, because all of us forming the 
Gttle Onion Lake settlement have frequent calls for 
stabling &c. which it would be inhospitable to refuse, 
but nevertheless is at times very inconvenient. 

My only reason for bringing the matter to 
the notice of the Department is that the stables are 
situated on the reserve, and people talk as if it 
should not be, it certainly would be pregferable 
if someperson living outside the reserve would estab- 
lish allivery shable and a stopping place as well, which 
could easly be done as the centre of the settlement 
is not more than 100 yda. from the boundary of the 
reserve.

It is my impression 
that these improved day schools are not conducted in close 
connection with an established mission; that is, the miss- 
ion has nothing to do with the management of the school 
beyond taking a natural interest in an institution under 
the auspices of the church it represents. 

I enclose a list of children who may be looked upon 
as likely pupils for a day school, but would point out that 
the distanee, in many instances, from their homes to the 
present boarding sehool, is considerable; some six, some 
five miles; for instance, the first four are 6 miles in one 
direetion; two of the Roman Catholics are 5 miles in ano- 
ther, and the four referred to in third paragraph - two 
78/119 and two 72/119 + are each family 6 miles distant in 
different directions. It would mean at least the engaging 
of three teams daily, unless some would supply their own 
conveyanee. 

A most important phase in the whole matter that must 


not be overlooked, is that frequently many of these famil- 


ies are away from the reserve, hunting and on other pursuit 


taking their families with them; so that a very regular 
attendance could not be looked for. Under the circumstance 
I think it is very questionable if a day school would be as 
Successful as a boarding school properly conducted.

(I believe} any grant from the 1.D. towards erection,maintenance 
in bepade,perchase of live stock for farmbnd gardenjand equipment 
for ditto. The I.D- has had the use of this without any rent being 
paid.The amount received per capita grant was for many years very 
small,and only thés year reached 3@ pupils or $3,000. 
It is plain then that sumesmethe Church,or someone acting for the 
Church,has for 15 years carried a load which belonged to the I.D.

Boarding School; and, in reply, to inform you that this 
outbreak was discovered on November lst+ and Dr+ Hacrett, 
of Lloydminster, immediately telegraphed for. The docto 
arrived at Onion Lake next morning, and pronounced the 
complaint from which 4 of the Indian pupils were suffer- 
ing, as a mild type of smallpox.

The doctor superintended the quarantining 
of these children, and left instructions as to treatment 
for these and any subsequent cases that might develope. 
He also vaccinated every unvaccinated child at the schoo 

The children were quarantined on the upper 
floor of the school building, and were kept strictly iso 
lated. Three other Indian children later developed the 
disease, and were quarantined with those first attacked. 
Mise Cunningham, a member of the school staff ( who has 
had considerable experience in nursing ) nursed all the 
sick Indian children, and they have now all fully recov- 
ered. 

About the same time as the last three Indian 


children 
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Children were attacked, the two small children of the princi- 
pal, Mr- H. Ellis, also developed the disease; these were 
nursed by their mother who isolated herself with them, in one 
of their own bedrooms.

I am pleased to state that the disease was confined 
to the C. of E. school, and did not make it's appearance else- 
where on the reserve- Avery precaution was taken to prevent 
it spreading, and, judging by resulte so far, with complete 
success.

I regret to have to report that Yor BOmetime 
past the Indians have been complaining with respect 
to the food supplied to the pupils at the Onion Lake 
Church of England Boarding School. 


In this connection I would refer you to my 
school report for January past, in which mention is 
made of a complaint that the food supplied the pupils 
at thie school was insufficient. At the time of my 
January visit the pupils had a good meal, with white 
bread, but I spoke to the principal, MreEllis, about 
giving the children something to drink with their mid- 
day meal, and he promised to give them some tea. The 
practice they had been following was for the children 
to drink from the well either before or after eating.

Mr. Sibbald inspected the school on Feb. 25th. 
and was not satisfied with the food. He told me that 
the bread was very dark and that the only utensil the 
children had to eat therr dinner with was @ Spoon, 
there being no knives or forks, and they had only 
water to drink. 


Yesterday, just before noon, Joseph Quinney, 
one of the Onion Lake Councillors, asked me if he 
could be allowed to visit the school and seeé the 
Children at their dinner. After he had gone I thought 
it better to go myself also, so as to be able to 
judge the correctness of any complaints Quinney might 
make. The children had a feir meal, consisting of 
beef stew, potatoes, and carrots, followed by rice 
pudding. There was nothing to drink upon the tables 
and no knives and forks. The bread was very dark and 
on my speaking to Mr. Ellie about it, he informed me 
that it was made from shorts. I may say there was not 
a@ sufficiendy of bread upon the tables, but on my 
mentioning it more was supplied.

1. ‘HE OBJEOT OF THE VISIT. 

This visit, which partook of the nature of an 
investigation, was undertaken at the request of the General Secretary M.5.C.C. 
(See his letter Rpr.Sth) who had been informed by the Indian Department that 
Indians on the Onion Lake Reserve had forwarded to them through the Onion lake 
Agency, & complaint against the insufficiency and inferiority of the food and 
dishes provided for the children in the Church of England Boarding School. 

2. DATE AND ARRANGEMENTS 

4s the transfer of the School in question from 
Diocesan control to that of the Society was still imoamplete, the Field Seo- 
retary felt that the investigation should not take place without the approval 
of the Bishop of the Diocese. This epproval the Bishop very cordially gave 
and appointed the Ven. Archdeacon Mackay to represent the Diocese in the in+ 
vestigation. 

The Field Secretary left Winnipeg on Saturday 
evening, May 7th, and spent Sunday May 8th, at Dauphin where he assisted the 
Rector at the early morning celebration of Holy Commmnion, preached at the 
11 A.M. and 7 P.M.services. Leaving Dauphin at 4,30 A.M. on Monday, May 9th, 
he arrived at Lloydminster at 1.50 A.M. om Suesday, May 10th, and here he was 
joined by Archdeacon Mackay who hadjourneyed all the way from the Pas in Manitoba 
right across the Province of Saskatchewan. 

3. FROM LLOYIMINSTER TO THE SCHOOL 

The shortest route from Lloydminster to the Onion 

Lake School, lies along the meridian which forms the inter~provincial boundary line of 


Saskatchewan and Alberta, and covers oe distance of about 35 miles. The Rev.Henry j 


Ellis, Principal of the School, sent his assistant, Mr. Parker with a span of horses |

and a democrat to meet the visitors and travelling together in this manner on 


weanes MY, May 11th, and along the route referred to, they accomplished the 


journey in twelve hours, ten of which were spent in actual travelling, ami the other 
two in resting. About two-thirds of the way, namely as far as the North Saskatchewan 
River, which is crossed by ferry, progress was exceedingly difficult and toilsome 
owing to the heavy condition of the roads. From the River to the School, travelling 
was easier, but speed was out of the question partly owing to the darkness of the night 
and partly to the weariness of the horses. All supplies for the School are carried 
along this route at a cost of 65¢ per 100 lbs. 

4. THE SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND PROPERTY. 

On Thursday morning, May 12th, a careful examination 
was made of the School buildings, and these were found to be as follows,- 

(1) THE BOYS' HOUSE. This a rectangular, frame building, about fifty feet to the 
side, three stories high, and beneath which the soil has been excavated and a furnace 
installed. As the bottom and sides of the excavations were unprotected by brick, stone 
or cement, or even wood of any kind, water had soaked in and flooded the whole area 
to @ depth of fully two feet, completely obscuring the ash-pit of the furnace, and 
reaching nearly half-way up the fire-box. A email, hand worked suction pump was being 
used by sane of the older boys in an endeavour to draw the water out. 

The ground floor of the building is divided into two 
clase rooms with a hall between them. ‘Iwo classes were under instruction, one in each » 
room, the more advanced being conducted by Mre.Benjamin, and the elementary by Miss 
Halkett, a young Cree Indian woman who has been transferred from the staff at lac la 
Ronge when the buildings there were destroyed by fire. 

The equipment of the class roams, while not of the best, 
was not, so far as was observed or ascertained, seriously lacking in many respects. 

The text books in use were those prescribed for use in the Province by the Provincial 
Authorities, and evidence wes not lacking that effectual work was being done. 


The atmosphere, at the time of the visit was so cold,

and a fire being impossible, the Archdescon asked the Principal to suspend 
traction for the day. 

The ascent from the ground floor to the second storey 
ie made by an outeide stairway, more picturesque than secure, Plaged at richt 
angles to the west side of the building, the upper end resting against a verandsh 
which encompasses two sides of the house. This storey ie divided into a number of 
emall rooms, two of which are, or may be used by members of the staff, and these, 
along with a room for clothing are separated by a hall in which a box-stove is placed, : 
from two other rooms, one of which is used as a day room for the boys, 

The top storey which is reached by a narrow inside stairway 
ie used as a dormitory. 
(2) THE GIRLS' HOUSE. 


Like the Boys’ House thie aleo ie a wooden structure, and

although it is only twé storeys high it covers & larger, area, possesses & emall tower 


at onecorner, has # cellar underneath, ani was apparently built in sections. dn 
examination of the cellar revealed it to be a dismal and dangerous place, where it 
was not possible to remain any length of time with a feeling of security, ‘The beams 
have so far decayed that quantities of their outside parte could easily be broken 
off with the fingers, and numerous wooden poste had to be inserted to support them. 
The space on the ground floor is cut up into so many rooms 
that it ie not easy to describe them, but the following more important ones many be 
mentioned,- a dining room fer the children, a dining room and sitting room for the 
staff, « kitchen, a pantry, a large hall used as a printing room with a printing press 
installed and working, and the Principals office which also serves ss & dispensary. 
these rooms are heated by wood-burning stoves, the wood, mostly poplar, being purchased 
on the Reserve, and cut into short lengths in the School yard by « circular sew run 
by @ gasoline engine. The floors are greatly worn and in one place, nemely, between 
the kitchen and the steff's refectory, so umeven owing to decay and subsidence that 


a difference of about twelve inches was noticable in the altitude of the surface.

4n inside stairway leads to the upper storey which has a balcony 


rumM¥C along the south side of it, anf is divided into dormiteries for the girls 


and rooms for the lady workers on the staff. 
(3) THE PRINCIPAL'S RESIDENCE. 

The Principal and hie wife with their four children 
reside in a amall frame cottage situated on the north side of the School compound, 
close to another small building, part of which is used as a store room for supplies 
and the remainder as an open shed. 

(4) THE CHURCH. 

At the eastern end of the compound stands a neat little 
frame Church with a square tower, carefully kept and in good repair. Most,if not 
all of the furnishings, were provided by local contributions, and at the time of the 
visit a large number of new seats arrived, which when put together and placed, would 
complete the seating accammodation. 

Close to the Ghurch ie the graveyard with tomb- 
stones marking the resting places of Whiteman and Redmen alike who have finished their 
journey and are waiting the great day when the elect mumber shall be perfect and God 
shall be ali in all. Wotable among these was the «reve of J.R.Matheson who lived so 
long and laboured so indefatigably as a good shepherd seeking the lost and wandering 
sheep in this remote part. 

(5) THE BARS. 

Apart from the latrines which stood in different parte 
of the School grounds and were quite unworthy of an Institution of thie kind, only one 
other building remains to be mentioned and that is the barn and stable, the original 

part of which was made of logs with a mumber of framed additions. 
5. THE MEETING TO INVESTIGATE THE COMPLAINT. 

On Thursday, May 12th, the Principal was requested 

to ask the Chief and Coumeillors who had lodged the com laint with the Department, to 


come to the School, and thie request was responded to at 1.30 P.M. by the arrival of 
Chief Robert, Councillors Jospeh Quimmey and Josiah Calling Bull, and another Indian

reamed Sem Cock. During the Meeting two other Indias arrived, but as it was 
Wyperteined that they had no children in the School, and were, themselves 

members of the Roman Catholic church, they were courteously asked to retire. 

During the whole of the proceedings the Ven. Archdescon Machay 
wes present and presided, and with him were the Pield Secretary M.5S.C.C., the 
Rev. Henry Ellis, Principal of the School, and for part of the time the Rev. 
Edward Ahenakew whD has just returned from Edmonton University where he had 
campleted hie second year in Medicine. The retiring Indien Agent, Mr. Sibbald 
was il], and acting Indian Agent, Mr. Turner, wes absent from the A-ency, 
and consequently neither were able to attend. 

The Chief was asked his reasons for complaining, and these may br 
briefly be summarized as follows,- 

(1) WITH REGARD TO TABLE EQUIPMENT. 

He stated that he occasionally visited the Roman Catholic 
Schoo’, which ie only about three hundred yards sway, and observed that the children 
there were provided at meals with knives, forks, napkins, ami other table equipment 
which he found were wanting when he visited the Chureh of England School. 

(29 WITH REGARD 70 THE FOOD. 

When sacked if the complaint was ohly about dishes and table 
equipment generally, he replied that the children in the Roman Catholic School 
were better fed, being civen butter, or a substitute for butter, but that this co 
commodity was not in evidence on the occasion of his vieit to the Church of England 
School. 

With regerd to the first of these complaints, namely, The Table 
Equiyment, while it has regrettably to be admitted that the Church of England 
School was not as completely equipped as it should have been, it should be stated 
that the responsibility in thie respect did not rest so much with the Principal 
as with those who were responsible for the equipment and maintenance of the School. 

It is also but fair to state that before the Chief and his coll- 


eagues visited the Rq@man Catholic school, they gave the Head of that School two

weeks' notice of their intention, whereas their visit to the Church of England 


som. was made without any previous intimation, whatever. 


Steps have already been taken to supply the School with the cutlery, 
dishes, &c. which were required by despatching nearly $100.00 worth of household 
equipment and further cause for complaint along this line need not be anticipated, 

With regard to the second camplaint namely, The Food, a glance at the 
children themselves furnished ample proof that they had not greatly eaffered, ant 
the Chief appeared somewhat confused when the healthy and flourishing condition 
of his own daughter Sophie, a pupil in the school, was alluded to in this connection. 

4n examination of the Sshool Ledger showed that lard dampound as a 
supplement to, or a substitute for butter had been used to the extent of 150 lbe.per 
quarter, and that in 1919 the sum of $2055.28 had been expended on the item of food 
alons, and in 1920 no less than $5166.26 had been spent for the same purpose. Thies was 
for @ staff of six Europeans and forty Indian Children. 

With regard to the care taken and the general state of the children, the 
Chief was asked how he accounted for the fact that during the severe epidemie of influm 
influenza which visited that district some time ago, no jess tham nine children died h 
the Roman Cathodic School whereas none died in that of the Chutch of Imgland, but to 
this he could give no satisfactory answer. 

6. LAND AREAS. 

The totel amount of land set apart as the Onion Lake Reserve comprises 
190,452 acres. Of this, about 104 acres have been set apart for the two Schools, or an 
area of 52 acres each. Of the area set apart for the Church of England School, only 
about 6 acres are under cultivation, the greater part of the remainder being unstitable 
for cultivation on account of forests and sloughs.

Mise Johnston hes reported that the ventilation 
wae very poor and that, while the girls were kept quite 
Clean, more attention should be paid to the condition 
of the boye. It wae also reported thet the school was 
very short of milk, as but two cows were milking at the 
time of her inepection (December first). You might draw 
the attention of the Principal to these facts and the 
extreme desirability of remedying conditions ee soon ae 
possible. 


When you are talking with the Reverend Mr. Ellis, 
you might point out that the Department is aware of the 
extreme difficulty under which he is labouring, due to 
the condition of the building, and that this communication 
is not in the nature of a complaint, but is to urge him 
to do the beet that ie possible for our Indian wards 
under his care.

At present the grant allowed this school is 
for 36 pupils, and there are 26 boys and 14 girls on 
the roll, a total of 40, There are two boys dormitories 
measuring 35' x 25' x 10' 4*® and 17 x 14'6" x 9'6" a 
capacity of, roughay, 11400 cubit feet, The two girls 
dormitories measure 31° 4" x 23' x 7'6" and 19x10x6, a 
capacity of, roughly, 6600 cubit feet. However, the 
last mentioned dormitory can be more than doubled in 
size by the taking down of a partition and using the 
space occupied by the cook, Miss Marshall, as a girl's 
dormitory, Mr, Ellis informed me that he intended to 
apply for admission to do this, and to remove 
Miss Marshall's quarters to another part of the build- 
ing. 


If the Department can see its way to increase 
the pupilage at this school, it would have my recommedd~

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At first the boy stoutly maintained that 
the $2.50 which he asked his parents to send him was 
for the purpose of buying food, but admitted that he 
ned fixed upon that amount as it was half of his 
treaty money, and that many of the children at the 
school, whose parents live on the Onion Lake reserves, 
are given half of their treaty money at treaty time, 
by their rents, and there is no doubt in my mind 
but that ward was actuated to write the letter with 
the idea of being on a par with most of the other boys 
in this respect. 


With respect to the teacher being cruel I 
would say that she is one of the gentlest little 
ladies one could possibly meet. On my questioning 
Bdward on this point, he could only say “she gives 
me too hard lessons". 


Bdward is, I think rather a small boy for 
his age, 15% years, but his body is well nourshed. To 
ascertain fhis I nad him partly strip in tne office 
and afterwards took his weight which is 118 ibs. 


The only statement with an element of truth 
in hie letter is that seven children ran away from the 
school. This was at last harvest time, when the 
Indians were all in tents. The children were away 
only a few hours,it is no unueual thing for Indian 
school children to run away at that time of year. 
Bdward's letter is the first intimation that IT have 
ever had that the children ran away because they were 
hungry 
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Concurrent with your letter I received one 
from the Torento Star, enclosing another copy of 
Bdward's letter and in reply am sending it a copy of 
this. 


In conclusion I would say that the Onion L 
C. of B. Boarding School is conducted in a very 
satisfactory manner. The children are well fed, well 
clothed and good @kuku discipline is maintained.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 12th, instant, enclosing copy of a letter 
written by an Indian boy, Edward B., to his parents. 


The boys proper name is Edward Kamakawtay; 
he belongs to Little Pines reserve, Battleford Agency, 
and is pupil No. 74 at the Onion Lake (C. of BE.) Board- 
ing School. I have madem enquiries respecting the 
complaint in his letter and eo far as underfeeding is 
concerned, can state emphatically that there is no truth 
in the charge. I visit this school frequently, at least 
once a week « it is situated only about 200 yards from 
the Agency ~- and often go into the dinimg room and see 
the children at dinner or supper and always find them 
with an ample meal. I made a point of visiting the 
children at dinner-time today and found that they each 
had @ plateful of beef and potato stew, followed vy 
epple pudding. There was also a large kettle half full 
of the stew for those who required a second helping, a 
good supply of bread upon every table, and a cup of hot 
tea for every child. he cook informed me that there 
was,almost invariably, a large quantity of scraps left 
over from each meal which went to feed the pigs. 


Before leaving the institution I asked that 
Edward be sent across to the Agency Office as I wished 
to see him alone. On his arrival I questioned him in 
respect to the letter he had written. 


he complained of the 
@ meal which I had never attended.

In thie connection it is noted that there ise no 
overcrowding in the space provided for the boys, but that 
the Principal hae not complied with the conditions upon 
which the Department increased the pupilage from 36 to 41 
that o partition in the girle' dormitory be torn down, 

If this partition can be removed without undue expense, 
the Principal should have the work done at an esrly date. 
In view of the fact that a new building is being erected, 
we do not desire the Principal to be rut to any undue 
expense in making alterations in the old building. How- 
ever, it is considered that he shoulda have carried out 

the conditions upon which the increased pupilage was 
granted, We note that you have drawn the Principal's 
attention to this matter on several occasions. You will 
be “00d enough to again inform him of the concitions im 
posed when the pupilage was increased. It is considered 
in view of the present accommodation that no pupils should 
be recruited until the new school ie ready for occupation,

of the main school building. It stands at present at 80 pupils 
and if increased to 125 pupils, the annual increase in the per 
capita earnings would furnish the necessary financial relief. 
Our Commission realize that such increase may not be possible 
during the current fiscal year, but they can see no possibility 
of a satisfactory and permanent solution of the problem until 
such action has been taken. Our Society has been made well 
aware of the fact that residential schools with an enrolment 
of 100 pupils or less are practically incapable of being 
properly staffed and operated without a deficit, on the present 
per capita basis, and it is for this reason that they desire 
schools with a capacity of not less than 125 pupils to be 
built in preference to any others. It is recommended and 
requested, therefore, that as a measure towards securing the 
permanent financial relief required for our Onion Lake School, 
the capacity of this school be increased, not later than 
Guring the next fi from 80 to 125 pupils.

You will note from Letter No. 1 that the Princi- 
pal states there were 90 pupils in residence in the June Quar- 
ter. The grant for that Quarter, however, was only paid on 
an average attendance of 680 pupils, as you will see from the 
Departmental letter No. 1392-3 written by Mr. Ferrier on 
October 20th.

Education the necessity of having more accommodation provided

etor's report on Onion Lake C/E Residential 
School 


Sir:- 


I beg to report that I visited the above named 
school on Jamary 2lst and made an inspection of the school end 
a general enquiry into conditions. 


I found the school building clean and tidy 
throughout and kept in excellent bondition. Although the day 
was very cold, about 40 degress below zero, the school was warm 
and comfortable. he unit for supplying water and light at 
the school was working in a very satisfactory way. 


There were 106 pupils in residence on the day 
of my visit, 55 girls and 51 boys. I visited the classrooms 
and noted the appearance of the children. They looked clean 
and healthy. 


There are two qualified teachers engaged, Miss 
Dunn and Miss Buxton. They appear to be doing very satisfactory 
work. It may be interesting to note that 10 of the pupils 
passed the Grade 6 examinations last year. 


fhe Reverend H. E. Ellis, Principal, has proven 
to be a good business man and 4& strict disciplinarian. I am of 
the opinion that this school is being very well managed. 


Fire protection is provided by stand pipe and 
hose on each floor, connected with pressure tanks in the basementd 
Thereare fire extinguishers placed at easily accessible points 
throughout the building. _ 


A farm is operated in connection with the school. 
In the 1934 season their crop consisted of 25 acres of wheat 
which yielded 592 bushels, 80 acres of oats yielded 1927 busSe, 
15 acres of barley yielded 392 bushels, and they obtained 16,461 
sheaves of green feed from 30 acres. In addition to this they 
put up 50 tons of hay. Wine acres ef potatoes yielded 392 
bushels, sufficient for their requirements. 


Their livestock consists of 51 cattle, 8 horses, 
27 hogs, and 150 poultry. Nineteen cows are being milked 
regularly. ‘the children are given @11 the milk they care to 
drink. 


fhe affairs at this school appeared to be running 
quite smoothly and harmoniously at the present time.

in the error which is being committed of maintaining the 
suspicion of the Indians towards our priests and so much 
so that after fifteen years of hard work our mission does 
not as yet count one single Catholic", 


They mention that although none of the children are 
as yet Catholic, nevertheless. several of them are 
hoping to become converts very soon and quote: 


"They are looking forward to the day when they may 
be able to join our Church and bring with them their 
parents who are still under the control 

of the Powerful Company and of tl riches 


Country." 


After reading the above quotation, the Secretary stated the 
Commission did not feel at our Society had been fairly treated 
in this matter, and that they idered the art it ould 
immediately arrange f an inc f 1¢ at our 
Society’s School at this centre from 2 o at st 60.

Dear M?. Hoey:- 


In keeping with the understanding reached 
during our interview in Ottewa on the 21st instant, 
I am now writing for the specific purpose of asking 
that the official pupilage at our Onion Lake School 
be increased from 100 to, at least, 110. 


In support of this request I desire to point 
out thet while the enrollment at the end of the last 
quarter (September 1938) was 116, the per capita 
grant is limited to 100, 


I further desire to point out that when two 
new school buildings were provided on the Onion Lake 
reserve, one for our Society and one for the Roman 
Gatholic Church, it was my understanding that there 
was no difference in the official capacity of these 
respective buildings. 


I now find from page 4856 of Hansard for 
June 30, 1938, that while the pupilage of our Society's 
School is limited to 100, that of the Roman Catholic 
School is 120. 
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In addition to this apparent, though probably 
unintentional discrimination against our Society, I wish 
to again direct attention to the fact that while there 
are 5904 Anglican Indians in the province of Saskatchewan, 
and 5657 Roman Catholic Indians, the Anglicans have been 
allowed only three Residential Schools, while the Roman 
Catholics have been allowed nine Schools of this class, 
(See Hansard as referred to above). Even if the United 
Church Schools be added to those of the Anglican Church, 
the number of Schools granted the Roman Gatholic Church 
is proportionately larger than it should be from the 
standpoint of equity. 


As this and other matters of like importance 
were disoussed by representatives of our Commission at 
& meeting with the Minister of Mines and Resources in 
Winnipeg on April 18th last, I am sending you herewith 
a copy of the official record of that meeting, and from 
the closing part of the same you will note that the 
Minister undertook to look into this situation, 


While I am not dealing specifically or primarily 
in this letter with this particular problem, I consider 
it necessary to mention it, on account of the bearing 
it has on the pupilage of our Onion Lake School, 


As the Roman Catholic Church has been provided 
by the Government with more Residential Schools pro- 
portionately than they are entitled to have in the 
Province of Saskatchewan, in comparison with the Angl ic an 
and United Churches, and as their Onion Lake School is 
allowed an official pupilage of 120, whereas our School 
on the same reserve is allowed only 100 pupils, I trust 
you may see that our request for an increase in the 
pupilage from 100 to 110 is a decidedly modest and reasonable 
one, and take immediately whatever steps are necessary 
to secure the same,

I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
19th instant and also reports of Inspector Brennan on the 
above noted schools, enclosed therewith. 


The records here indicate that the Onion Lake 
R. C. School is allowed per capita grant for 120 pupils 
and the Onion Lake C. E. School per capite grant for 109 
pupils. I was somewhat surprised therefore to learn from 
the Inspector's report thet the enrolment at the C. E. 
residential school had reached 12%. I am convinced that 
it is wholly impossible to ask an inexperienced teacher 
such as Miss Sherstone to give instruction to 62 pupils 
with any hope of success. 


I note thet there appears to be no provision 

whatever for vocational instruction or manual training at 
| this school, despite the fact that the present Minister is 
| constantly reninding us that the courses at our Indian day 


and residential schools must become increasingly more vocat- 
| ional in character. 


| In view of the comments contained in the 
Inspector's report, I am anxious that a survey of the educat- 

} ional needs in the Onion Leake and Battleford agencies should 
be undertaken by the Indian agents in cooperation with the 

| principals of the residential schools, The Anglican 

authorities have asked for an additional pupilage of 10 at 
the Onion Lake school, but no provision has been made in the 
1939-40 estimates for this or any other increases at

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residential sé¢hools. I think it would be in the interests 
of all concerned if you could discuss the situation with 

the principal of the Anglican school and suggest to him that 
the enrolment at the school be reduced to 100 at the opening 
of the next academic year, in September, and that it-be kept 
at that figure unless permission is obtained from the 
Department for the enrolment of additional pupils. In 
addition to this, provision should be made at the school for 
vocational instruction - carpentry work, auto mechanics, 
hand loom weaving, ete. It is my hope that the 5% deduction 
in per capita grants may be restored with the coming session 
of Parliament. If such restoration tekes place it ought to 
be possible for the principal to make provision for vocat- 
ional instruction at his institution. 


The report on the Onion Lake C. E. school is on 
the whole one of the most unsatisfactory that has reached 
me since I entered the Department two years ago. It is 
simply impossible to promote a worthwhile educational 
program at a school with an enrolment of 12% pupils with 
only two teachers in charge.

Dear Dr. Vestgate: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 13th 
instant, in which you discuss the desirability of an 
additional pupilage allowance at the above noted school. 


I am not in a position at this time to state what 
provision, if any, will be made in the supplementary 
estimates of this year for additional pupilege at Indian 
residential schools. In view of the fact however that 
the restoration of the 5% deduction is now under consider- 
ation by the Government and in view of the money required 
for the promotion of the T. B. campaign, I am not at all 
hopeful that an additional appropriation for increased 
pupilage grants will be forthcoming. 


I made a careful study of the files relating to 
the erection of the C. E. and R. C. Residential Schools 
at Onion Leke. I have found that at the time the schools 
were erected the Onion Lake R. C. Residential School was 
built much larger than the Onion Lake C. E. School: con- 
sequently, the air space in the dormitorics of the former 
is approximately 22,090 cubic feet more than in the dormit- 
ories of the latter. According to the plans on file at 
this office, the air space in the dormitories of the C. E. 
School is 33,426 cubic feet. Possibly the school manage- 
ment is using an attic or some room other than the regular 
dormitories for dormitory purposes. If so, the air space 
will be slightly larger than the figures just quoted. At 
the same time, to provide adecuate air space for 110 pupils 
4t would require 55,090 cubic feet. As a matter of fact, 
I am inclined to feel that with an enrolment of 1)9 the air 
space at the Onion Lake C. E. School is hardly adeqvate. 


I regret to state that Inspector Brennan's report 
on the C. E. school at Onion Lake, which reached the Depart- 
ment in December, 1938, is one of the most unsatisfactory 
reports that has reached this office since I entered the 
service of the Government two years ago. At the time of 
the inspection the enrolment had reached 125, with two 
teachers responsible for the instruction. It was the 
Inspector's opinion that to ask an inexperienced teacher 
such as Miss Sherstone to give instruction to 62 pupils 
was asking a young teacher to accomplish a task wholly 
beyond her powers. In addition to the Inspector's comments,

I am grateful to you for your letter of the 2lst,inst., 
and have noted the misarprehension under which I was 
ng and that the ReC. School on the Onion Lake Reserve has 

a somewhat larger air space than that provided in our Society's 
School on the same Reserve. Wy understanding rested on inform- 
ation I received from the late Mr. Gurney Orr, who drew the plans 
for both schools, and informed me that the plans were almost 
identical. 


lith regard to Inspector Brennan's report on our Onion 
Lake School, whi reached you in December last, more particularly 
t part of it dealing with the se1 of Miss Sherstone, one 
the teachers, the Principal, wri at on the third inst. 
stated, in part, as follows; s unt nate that the Public 
Schoo] ector inspected her classroom W 1en she was new 
to the children and the work". 


In another letter written earlier last year, the 
Principal states that "In speaking to the Public School Inspector 
last week, he stated that he had s gested making an additional 
classroom to his Department three years ago, end appeared 
surprised that no word had been sent to you from Ottawa. Both 
teachers have too many pupils in their rooms at present, hence 
the only solution to the problem is the extra classroom". 


As the Principal states that one of the sewing rooms 
can be con ted into a third classroom o mission have 
decided to appoint a third teacher to this school from the lst 


+ 


of March nexte ‘This teacher will take charge of the Senior 
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#rades and Miss Sherstone will have charge of the Inter- 
mediate Grades. I have instructed the Principal to apply 
through the local Indian Agent for the necessary classroom 
equipment for the third room, and I trust that this may be 
grented promptly by your Department. The appointment of th 
third teacher will surely place all the classroom work 
a satisfactory basis. Although the third teacher has 
been appointed our Commission have in view for this position 
a fully qualified and experienced person. 


1ith regard to your information "that no provision 

whatever has been made for vocational training at this school" 
I desire to point out that the majority of the children in 
this school will live on farms wien they graduate and I am 
not aware that any of our schools has a more successful record 
in general farming activities than our St. Barnabas' School 

at Onion Lake. ‘fo me and to our Commission, a good grounding 
in mixed farming cannot but be of great benefit to the boys 
especially in their post graduate career. The girls are also 
taught all branches of housekeeping, and as a fully qualified 
nurse holds the position of Head Matron, expert care is taken 
of the children's health. 


Our Commission are in full sympathy with your 
Department's desire to enlarge the scope of vocational training, 
but the members have no suggestion to make beyond the very 
practical one they have submitted for many years past with 
their list of annual requirements, that detached classrooms be 
provided with space for vocational training underneath. Our 
Society, with its heavy bank overdraft, cannot provide such a 
building, and until such building has been provided, it will be 
impossible to institute any vocational training course in 
carpentry, blacksmithing, mechanics, etc. which will be worth- 
while. As our Commission has provided this school with a 
complete threshing outfit, I think you will see that we are 
doing as much as we possibly car th our resources to help 
fit your wards for the life they will have to live when they 
leave the school.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
Zle/altimo, in whieh you refer to your interview with 
Dr. Hill, with respect to the instruction provided at the 
Onion Lake C. E. Indian Residential School. 


I cannot recall to mind having written to 
Dr. Hill st any time in regard to this matter, but I did 
write to Inspector Robertson and to Dr. Westgate, immediately 
following the receipt of the School Inspector's report dated 
October 95, 1938. In my letter to Dr. Westgate I intimated 
that the Inspector's report on the Onion Lake C. E. School 
was one of the most unsatisfactory reports that had reached 
the Department since I entered the service of the Government 
two years ago. The Inspector was particularly critical of 
Miss Sherstone's work, the discipline in her classroom, the 
number of pupils for the instruction of whom she is respon- 
sible, etc. It was his opinion that to ask an inexperienced 
teacher to undertake the instruction of 62 pupils was asking 
her to undertake an impossible task. It was the Inspector's 
view that Miss Sherstone was handicapped in that she was 
wholly unfamiliar with the Saskatchewan curriculum. 


The Inspector in his report of the preceding 
year, in commenting upon the instruction provided, stated: 


"I feel that less stress on the academic 
part of the education and more on the practical, 
such as training in agriculture, home economics, 
manual training, etc., would prove of value to 
these pupils and better fit then for life. I 
should like to point out that both these teachers 
have far too many pupils with whom to do first- 
clase work. If they keep up at the pace they are 


going -

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going, I fear for their health". 


In view of this comment, it was my hope that 
there would be something in the Inspector's report of this 
yeer to indicate that steps had been taken to make greater 
provision for vocational instruction. However, there is 
nothing in the report now before me to indieste that 
vocational instruction in an organized and systematic 
sense forms part of the regular studies. 


I was delighted to learn from Dr. Vestgate's 
letter of January 31 that it is the intention of the 
Commission to provide an additional teacher. I feel 
confident that the appointment of this teacher will result 
in a substantial improvement in conditions at the school. 


The Minister is constantly reminding us that 
courses of study providec for Indian children aust become 
increasingly more practical and vocational in character, 
and I fee] that it is my duty to emphasise the !inister's 
opinion in this regard from time to time. Your reference 
to the equipment needed for such instruction is noted. 

It 1s searcely necessary to remind you however that the 
funds recuired for the purehase of such equipment are not 
provided by the officials but by Parliament itself. Re- 
quests for such equipment from tine to time should be 
subuittec to the Indian Agent.

One of the ic ‘ his 
lady richt out of normal school 
experience, Yhile she trie rd 
doing good work, she had difficul 
herself to her new surroundines. 
advise that in future only experience teachers be 
engaged, the experience not necessarily being with 
Indians. This is the second case of this type in 
two years and the work of the school is 
suffer therefrom." 


In view of the criticism that reaches nme from 
time to time in respect to the courses of study provided 
at our Indian residential school » I feel it is only fair 
that you should be furnished with the critical comments 
that reach us from inspectors of these schools in their 
annual and semi-annual reports.

I have received your letter of the 24th ult. 
and have carefully noted the excerpt embodied therein 
from the report of Inspector Brennan on the change of 
teachers at our Onion Lake School during the last three 
yearse 


In this connection I desire to make it quite 
clear thet it is the aim and policy of our Commission 
to secure, so far as possible, staff agents who contem= 
plate permanency of service in the Indian & Eskimo resi- 
dential school work, and in this important matter a 
gratifying degree ao success has been attained, For your 
information I may say that all inexperienced workers 
are placed on a three months probation. Should their 
services during that period be satisfactory to the 
Principal and to our Commission they are then asked to 
sign a written contract specifying a definite period of 
service, and the notice which must be given by either 
of the contracting parties before such contract can be 
terminated. You will readily understand that certain 
conditions may arise which make it necessary to alter 
the contract, and this is precisely what happened at 
Onion Lake. ‘Two of the teachers for health reasons, 
asked to be released, end another was promised a transfer 
to a school nearer her home whenever a vacancy was available 
for her. ‘o fill one of the vacancies thus created, a 
fully qualified teacher who had for same years been serving 
at this School as a Supervisor, after teaching for several 
years at two of our other Schools, was given charge of one 
of the classroomB. 
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The Inspector might have reported, but I see no 
reference to it in the extract embodied in your letter, that the 
Senior Teacher at this School is a university graduate, and is really 
doing a highly creditable work in developing amongst the children 
in the School and the Indians on the Reserve some of their finer 
arts and crafts, She has arremged for the sale of their products 
through the Arts and Crafts Society in Saskatoon, Our Gommission 
are pleased to have the services of one so capable and so willing 
to give of her very best to this work, 


It is inevitable that some workers must be engaged 
who have not had previous teaching experience, and after all, 
I think it must be admitted that the best Place to secure the 
required training for the residential school work is in the school 
itsalf. 


Since receiving your letter I have been in communi ca- 
tion with the Superintendent of sducation in the Province of Manitoba 
(Mr. Low) and have learned from him that the average period of 
service given by a public school teacher in the province is from 
one to two years, He stated that while the tenure varies considerably 
in different parts of the province, the average would be as stated, 


While our Commission always welcome constructive 
criticism of their work, I would again like to point out that one 
of the most urgent needs at our Onion Lake, our Hilkhorn, our Lac 
la Ronge and certain other Schools, is the provision of a detached 
classroom block, with space made available in the basement of the 
same for manual trainings Our Society feels keenly the disadvantage 
under which their Indian educational work is being carried on in 
the provinces of Manitoba and Saskatchewan due to the lack of 
sufficient residential school facilities, While the provision 
of the buildings requested may take some time, the members are still 
earnestly hoping that your vepartment of Government may soon be 
able to give to this important matter the careful and sympathetic 
attention it undoubtedly demands,

been provided for our Blackfoot and Moose Factory Schools. The 
expenditures involved in providing these have left us without funds 
to secure those now requested, and it will be fully appreciated if 
your Department can find some way of doing this on our behalf. 


The projector recommended in each case is known as the "Filmo S.T. 
Projector" for 16 mem. films, with 750 watt, 110 volt lamp, 2 inch 

F. 1.6 lens, and these may be purchased (at a special rate} from 

the General Board of Religious Education of our Church, at 604 Jarvis 
St. Toronto, for $142.00 each. 


Where schools are located near a town or city, the staff and pupils 
are able to take advantage of the motion picture facilities they 
provide. Neither Onion Lake nor Sioux Lookout are so located, and 
it is easy to understand the great help the projectors would be to 
them, especially during the winger months.

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About two years ago a moving picture projector 
somewhat similer to the one requested in your 
communication wae purchased by the Department for 
extension work on a number of reserves in the 
Province of Ontario. We discovered a few months 
ago, however, that it was impossible to secure 
films suitable for instruction among Indians 
with the result that we sold the projector and 
purchased a well equipped lentern for this work. 

I have been informed thet in British Columbia 
particularly the City of Vancouver, only sound 
projectors are now in use and that it is almost 
impossible to secure silent films suitable for 
instruction at schools. There is also the problem 
of electrical energy and the question of direct 
and alternating currents. These are all matters 
that we intend to discuss with Mr. Grierson. 


You can readily appreciate, of course, that 
it would not be possible for the Government to 
purchase projectors for one or two schools and 
refuse similar requests from others. I eam simply 
writing at this time, however, to inform you that, 
while it is not possible to purchase the projectors 
requested by you, the matter is receiving con- 
sideration by the Department.

This barn accomodetes 21 cows and 8 horses, and has a loft that 
holds 30 tons of hey.

‘The roof is in even worse condition as there is not « bit of 
shingle stain left on the shingles, and this is causing them to warp, 
resulting in the roof beginning to leak in the odd place. Oonsideration 
should be given to painting the exterior of the building and the roof 
as soon as the momsy is available. I hope our Branch will make « note 
of this because you will realize that not having been painted for thirteen 
years it is in pretty bed shape. 


The interior of the school is in very fair shape. However, I might 
suggest that some paint be supplied te the school annually, say $50.00 
worth, for interior decoration.

made by the staff to save the building and the efficient

Tt am sending forward herewith a letter 
received from Dr. H. A. Alderwood, Secretary of the 
Indian and Eskimo Hesidential School Commission of the 
Chureh of England. 


May I direct your ettention particularly 
to the suggestion made in the second paragraph of Dr. 
Alderwood's letter? You mey remember that a somewhat 
Similar proposal was submitted to the finister by the 
Bishop of Saskatchewan in January, 1943. at that time, 
however, the Department was aske¢ to take over the 
building at Prince Albert known as St. Alban's Collere 
on the understanding that it would be operated under 
the auspices of the Church of England es an additional 
residential school for the Anlican Indian pupils of 
northern Saskatchewan. 


Canon Dixon, in « letter to the “inister 
Gated January 13, 1943, submitted full and complete 
information with respect to the service that such a 
school might render and also rave the actval dimensions 
of the building. This letter reads in pert as follows:- 


"We would further propose and recommend that 
such @ school be housed in a building already available 
in Prince Albert. This building is the property of the 
Diocese of Saskatchewan and is situated on @ piece of 
land measuring 250 ft, by 250 ft., on a hill overlooking 
the city end quite near the Prince Albert Collegiate 
BRigh School. 


"We believe this building and property would be 
well suited to the purposes of the school. The building 
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is of brick construction throughout. The cubic contents 
are 254,500 cubie feet. It is 46 ft. high and has two 
wings, measuring 79' x 32' and 721 x 33", respectively. 
It is equipped with steam heating, hot water, sanitary 
plumbing and electric light. It would accommodate from 
75 to 100 children with the necessary staff. It is in 
good repair throughout but would require certain plast- 
ering, redecorating, etec., that would not cost more than 
#2,099,90."

There ere at present 14 residential schools 
in the province of Saskatchewan, with an authorized enrol- 
ment of 1650 pupils. Three of these schools - Gordon's 
in the Touchwood agency, Lac la fong@, in the Carlton 
egency ané Onion Lake {a the Onion Lake egency, are oper- 
ated under the auspices of the Anclican Church. Iwo - 
File Hills, File Hills agency, and Round Lake, Crooked 
Lake agency ~ are operated by the United Chureh. The 
other nine schools are operated under the auspices of the 
Catholie Church. The Lac la Ronge School, in the Carlton 
agency, is approximately 200 miles north of the city of 
Prince Albert. 


The Onion Lake school, at the time of its 
Gestruction by fire on December 1, had an authorized 
enrolment of 100 pupils and an actual attendance of 125.

The Lac la Ronge school has also an authorized enrolment 
of 100. Our records indicate that the pupils enrolled 

at the Onion Lake School at the time of the fire were 
recruited from the following agencies:- Onion Lake ©0; 
Carlton 54; Battleford 40; Duck Lake 4 and Saddle Lake 7. 
It will be noted that only 20 pupils were recruited from 
the Onion Lake agency. In view of this fact, it is just 
possible thet an educational survey of the Onion Lake 
agency might be underteken with the object of deciding 
what type of school should take the place of the one 
Gestroyed by fire. In vier of the comparatively small 
number of pupils in attendance et the residential school, 
it is just possible that an improved ¢ay school mirht 
meet the needs of the Indian population. 


The subject matter of Pr. Alderwood's 
letter has been very carefully discussed and reviewed 
with the officials of the Welfare an¢ Training Division. 
In view of all the cireumstences, I recommend,- (1) that 
the offer of the Bishop of Saskatchewen be accepted and 
thet the necessery steps be taken to operate the St. 
Alben's College building at Prince Albert as o residen- 
tial school, with an enrolment of approximately 190 
pupils; (2) that, in lieu of rent, the expenditures for 
repairs, redecorating, etc., amounting to anproximately 
$2,990.00, be borne by this Bra neh. 


It is altorether likely that the Principal, 
Mr. Ellis, will be anxious to retain the members of his 
present staff and it would be appreciated if we could 
have a decision in respect to tnis matter at an early date,

He further stated this 
arrangement would have the full approval of the Bishop of Saskatchewan who is 
most anxious thet there be no break in the continuence of the school. 


I eam passing this on for your consideration. There were 115 children 


in the school when it burned down. If you are interested in this arrangement 
at all I could go to Prince Albert and look this proposition over.

Dear Sir:- 


On December lst, I sent to the Commission the following 
telegram: 


MAIN SCHOOL BUILDING RAZED TO GROUND AT 4.30 a.m. 
TODAY AND ALL CHILDREN AND STAFF SAFE. OUTBUILDINGS 
INTACT FULL REPORT LATER - ELLIS 


On Wednesday lst at 4.30 a.m. Miss Watkins came over 
to my bed-room in her night clothes and stated the school was 
on fire. I immediately went over and found the fire on the north 
wall of the chapel, about twelve feet high and two feet wide. 
I immediately then checked the children who had then left the 
dormitories and were in the recreation rooms. I proceeded to 
connect three lines of hose and took them across the roof of the 
engine room and played the water on the fire. I managed to put 
this fire out in about 15 to 20 minutes. It then broke out on 
the roof of the storm porch on the east dopr of the laundry. 
This was also put out, but I could see that it was still under 
the chancel in the chapel. 


Mr. Waterhouse and Miss Watkins had already turned in 
the alarm, and Mr. Smith with Mr. Waterhouse had been putting out 
the fire in the laundry with three hand chemical extinguishers. 
Mr. Waterhouse then left to start the pump down at the engine house 
near the lake shore. 


Mr. Swandt and Mrs. Ellis took a fire hose and began to 
cover the laundry ceiling which is also the floor of the chapel. 
Mr. Swandt took the ceiling down in places while they took turns 
in handling the hose. 


IT noticed then that the roof had caught fire, about a 
foot square. Owing to the gable ends, I think this was only partly 
put out, as I left the hose with an Indian in order to get the 
interior organised with the hose. 


We then proceeded to work inside of the building. Little 
headway was made because of the heat and-smoke. I then began to 
realize that I was beaten, but did not give up hope, hence nothing 
was removed from the building until the possible last chance. 

By the time the chapel was an inferno, fire for about sixty feet. 


Having been beaten about 6.00 and knowing that we would 
not be able to save the building, the children were ordered outside 
with blankets and measures were taken to protect all outside buildings. 
We placed wet blankets on the roof to protect the residence. A 
slight wind was now blowing from the East. 


At about six thirty the Onion Lake pupils were sent home 
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their guardians or parents and about one hundred children were 
t nm over to Rev. Father Pascal at the R.C. School with three lady 
members of our staff. 


That afternoon with the Indian Agent I visited Rev. 

Father Pascal and made arrangements to take all the children off 
their hands the next morning. That day, Thursday, December 2nd. 
all the children from the outlaying reserves had been delivered 
to their homes and I returned to the school Saturday at 10 p.m. 
Mr. Waterhouse took the children for the Battleford area and I 
with the driver and truck from the R.C. School took the children 
for Sandy Lake and the Prince Albert area. 


SALVAGED: Main Building Heating Boiler 
Hot Water Boiler 
Two large compression tanks 
High pressure steam boiler 
Electrical pump and motor. 


All these have been drained to prevent damage by frost. 


The night watchman, who was relieving as Mr.- Smith had been 
working on days to line the pump house with cement was reliable and 
had a printed list of duties to carry out. It was his first night. 


I am of the opinion, that the fire started in the laundry, 
either from the clothes hung up or an over-heated stove pipe, which 
caused the tin to fire the roof lining. 


I had left the office about 1.15 a.m. myself having spent 
the evening in placing the ration coupons on the gummed sheets. I 
washed my hands in the bathroom and went down to the engine room and 
laundry before going home and I did not at any time detect smoke or fire. 
I was in my bedroom when I saw the night-watchman go over to the house, 
which was exactly at two o'clock the time that was set for to cover 
this point. I am fully satisfied in my own mind that the night 
watchman was reliable and as soon as he smelt smoke he immediately 
notified the engineer. The trouble must have happened between the time 
that he went down to the pump house, having his supper and then in the 
kitchen. It was when he left the kitchen to visit the laundry again 
that he found the clothes which were hanging up to dry were alight and 
burning. It is evident that the clothes around the bins in which the 
clothes dried were placed started the fire to its proportion. 


PERSONAL LOSSES: 


Most of the staff have lost all their personal belongings, 
such as glasses, false teeth and clothing and about $248.00 in cash 
which belonged to the school and staff. I have lost all my robes, 
communion vessels, etc. besides other things which was the means of 
giving the children much pleasure.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of Dr. McGill's telegram of the 
Sth instant in connection with the Indian and Eskimo School Commission 
meeting in Prince Albert on the 9th instent. 


I wish to inform you I left Regina on the evening of the 8th 
instant for Prince Albert, arriving there the following morning, and attended 
&@ meeting of the Commission that afternoon at which were present 
Reverend Doctor H. A. Alderwood, the Right Reverend Bishop Henry D. Martin, 
and the Reverend H. Ellis from Onion Lake. We went over to St. Alban's College 
to look over the building and although this was a school at one time they have 
disposed of everything thet was in the institution, therefore there is nothing 
there but the bare walls, the furnace, and a jacket heater. You have the size 
of the building, cubic contents, etc. therefore I will leave that out. I asked 
for a photograph of the building but nobody seemed to have one. However, 
Bishop Martin is having a photograph teken of the outside of the College as it 
appears from the street and he will furnish our.Branch with this. 


The following is a description of the building as I found it. It is 
@ three-storey building with a besement, and it was erected about thirty-five 
yeers ago. It is built of red brick and has high ceilings on all floors. There 
is a full sized concrete basement which is divided up into several rooms. The 
furnace, I believe, is in good shape and I noticed thet the grates were practically 
new. The information I received from Bishop Martin regarding this was that the 
City of Prince Albert had made an offer to purchase the building and hed sent their 
engineer to check up on the heating plant. Upon looking around I noticed that the 
registers had been disconnected, and the Bishop stated the City Engineer hed informed 
him the furnace had « heating capacity over and above what was required to heat this 
building, which is a good thing. The floors are all in pretty fair shape and I 
noticed that the Auditorium had a hardwood floor. The walls were elso in fair shape. 
Some plester was broken and would heave to be patched up, and the plaster in the 
top storey might have to be replaced on account Of the frost getting into the building 
but_in the other rooms there is only a patch here and there that I consider will have 
to be attended to. Of course all of the walls would heave to be keleomined. There 


is a nice suite in the west endse.cece 
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is a nice suite in the west end of the buijding for the Principal. 


The greatest cost in putting this building in shape would be re-plecing 
the windows. A great many of them are broken. Apparently boys from the street 
have thrown stones through these windows and we noticed whiskey and beer bottles 
throughout the building where fellows had gone there, had a party, and then maybe 
thrown their beer bottles through the windows. I also noticed some storm windows 
that had been trampled on lying on the floor. However, & great many of the storm 
windows ere piled up inside of the building and these probably are in pretty good 
shape, but there is no use of me saying any more about this because if it is the 
intention of our Branch to turn this building into a school naturally we would 
have to get an estimate from someone on what it would cost to replace the glass 
etc., fix up the plaster where it is broken, and do some kalsomining and painting. 
As the furnace appears to be in good shape and the building is connected with the 
City sewers, City Water Works, and City Electric Lights a great deal of the cost 
is saved right there. The building appears to be well put up and is still in good 
shape outside of the glass that has been broken, but replacing the glass might 
cost a considerable amount. 


There were approximately 116 children in residence in the Onion Lake 
School when it burned down and I thought it would be interesting to note that 
in the event this building was turned into an Indian Residential School it probably 
would be more centrally located than where it was before. In any event it would 
save a great deal of hauling. ‘

The Indien residential school at Onion 
Lake, Saskatchewan, was destroyed on the 30th 
ultimo by fire and the Anglican chureh has offered 
us a building owned by them in Prince albert, 
Saskatchewan. In order to furnish it the following 
will be required: 


1. 150 single beds with mattresses and pillows, 
also blankets and sheets, if possible. 


2. Kitehen equipment, including large range and 
other kitehen utensils. 


3S. Tables ané chairs suiteble for dining rooms. 


4. Miscellaneous equipment would be required to 
furnish reasonably a building which would be 
oceoupied by approximately 150 persons, including 
adults and children. 


I realize that the above is a rather large 
oréer, but I thought thet it might be possible to 
seoure some of the equipment that would be required 
for refurnishing this building and [I feel certain 
that you will give the matter your kind consideration.

I have to thank you for your letter of the 8th, and 
for your willingness to authorize the use of the St.Alban's 
College building in the city of Prince Albert as an Indian Resi- 
dential School to take care of the*pupils hitherto provided for 
at Onion Lake. 


I note that if satisfactory arrangements can be made 
with the Diocese of Saskatchewan, the Department is prepared to 
use this building for a five-year period, with an enrolment of 
100 pupils at a per capita grant of $170.00. This is eminently 
satisfactory to our Commission, and we are most grateful to you 
for the prompt consideration given to our suggestion. 


As the property belongs to the Diocese of Saskatchewan, 
I have no authority to speak in regard to the terms on which the 
building is availabhe, but heve immediately passed on your letter 
to the Rt.Rev. H.D.Martin,D.D., the Bishop of Saskatchewan. I have 
already been assured by the Bishop that it is his desire that the 
building should be used for such a purpose and that it will be made 
available on the most reasonable terms possible. I cannot quite 
understand the use of the term “in lieu of rental" in your letter, 
and imagine that Bishop Martin will be glad to have some clarifi- 
cation of this. I note that necessary repairs will be undertaken 
by the Department at a cost not to exceed $2,000.00, but scarcely 
think that the phrase "in lieu of rent" refers to the whole five~- 
year period. I assume that it refers to the first year, leaving 
the rental for subsequent years to be mutually agreed. My under- 
stending is that the Diocese has had to pay & considerable sum 
annually for taxation but that this will be much reduced if the 
building is used for educational purposes. There will, however, 
still be an annual charge to be made, and I feel sure it is the 
4ntention of the Department to provide a reasonable amount to cover 
this and other expenses. fo save time, may I suggest that dis- 
cussion of this point be undertaken directly with Bishop Martin? 
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ey: T. Ae Crerar ~ 2. December 15,1945. 


I have just returned from a visit to Prince Albert, and 
may say that I was much impressed with the building and the oppor- 
tunities it seems to offer in this emergency. The question of 
securing some additional land for farm and garden purposes would 
not seem to be too difficult, and is being investigated locally. 


I have noted carefully your hopes in the matter of 
vocational instruction, and oan assure you of my personal co~- 
operation in working towards this end in all our schools. Prince 
Albert should offer considerable advantages in this matter, and 
we shall certainly do our best to use them. 


The loss of the Onion Lake School has naturally been a 
heavy blow to us. From my investigation I feel confident that 
under the direction of Principal #llis, the school was efficiently 
administered and all possible care was taken to prevent fire. I 
am also satisfied that everythin possible was done to hy, maa 
the fire when once it had been discovered, We are profoundly 
thankful that no life was lost, and are now hopeful that the in- 
struction of the pupils may speedily be resumed, The members of 
our staff are being retained, and we shall do everything possible 
to co-operate with the Department in pequertng for the resumption 
of the work at the earliest possible date. rincipel Ellis was 
inquiring if you desired him to do anything in regard to securing 
the necessary equipment. Possibly your Department will be comm 
unicating with him diréet in regard to this.

It is my understanding that Dr. Alderwood 
has sent forward to you a letter dated December 8, 1943, 
received by him from the Minister of this Department. 
Dr. Alderwood, in his letter of reply, dated December 13, 
Sucgests that time might be saved if we communicated with 
Your Lordship, with respect to the subject matter of the 
Minister's communication. 


When the Minister stated in his letter 
that repairs at the St. Alban's Colleze would be under- 
taken by the Department, at a cost not to exceed $2,000.00, 
and that this cost would be borne by the Department, in 
lieu of rent, he had in mind, of course, the repairs that 
were urgently needed and the rental that micht be allowed 
for the first year or so. We have now before us Mr. 
Christianson's report, immediately followine his inspection 
of the building, and ft is just possible that the repairs, 


echt new windows, flooring, etc., may amount to a 


Sum exceeding $2,000.00. 

We have at this date 76 residential schools 
in operation. Of these, 26 are the property of the 
Anglican and Roman Catholic Churches. The records here 
indicate that the Department has not at any time paid rent 
for school buildings. The only exception to this, that I 
can find, is an allowance made for the rent of a dwelling 
house at Carcross immediately following the destruction 
of the Carcross School by fire a few years azo. Hesiden- 
tial schools, when built or established by the Churches, 
are operated on the understanding that the Government 
will pay a fixed per capita grant, supply the school with 
the necessary equipment and keep the building in a reason- 
able state of repair. In practice this policy appears to 
work out to the satisfaction of all parties concerned. 
Unless the St. Alban's Collece building, therefore, is

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in an exceptionally good state of repair at this date, 
the amounts recuired to keep it in repair and supply 

the necessary equipment during the next five year period 
would, in all probability, equal, if not exceed the 
actual rent of the building if it were operated on a 
rental basis. I have not, however, sufficient inform- 
ation at my disposal to express a worthwhile opinion 

on this metter, 


Church-orned residential schools, with one 
exception, appear to be established in unorganized 
districts and consecuently not subject to municipal tax- 
ation, The exception is the Roman Catholic residential 
Sehool at Squamish, in northern Vancouver. The Depart- 
ment paid municipal taxes on this building for a number 
of years. Iwo years aco our right to do so was challenged 
by the Treasury officials, who took the position thet 
crown property or property in use by the Crown was exempt 
from such taxes. However, you will naturelly be anxious 
to avoid any controversy with the city of Prince Albert 
on this somewhat delicate subject. I am confident that 
the city will be prepared to accept a nominal tax when 
they are assured by Your Lordship that the building is 
being used for the education of Indians recruited in the 
main from the Prince Albert district. Whatever the tax 
may be, however, it should not be borne by the Diocese or 
by the M.S.C.C. “e could probably mect the levy by an 
adjustment of our per cepita trants, although we are 
naturally enxious not to establish a precedent by increas- 
ing grants et a time when a number of residential schools 


are experiencing difficulty in financing their operations. 


I am anxious that you shoulc, at your con- 
venience, turn these matters over in your mind and let 
us have an expression of opinion in respect to these 
tentative proposals. 

We are communicating with the Principal 
and asking him for a list of the ecuipment thet may be 
required.

We note Mr. Christienson hes sdvised the Indien Affairs 
Braneh that tho heating boiler, high pressure boiler end compres- 
sion tenks heve not becn demaged in ony wey by the fire which 
Gestroyed the building on December lst Lest, enc that the equipe 
ment wes drained by tie stefi immedietely efter the vu ilding 
Collapsed. He hes further advised thet radiators, piping, fire 
escepes end metel beds could be sold. 


No information other than the above les been furnished 
this Service regerding the fire; but the building, exeept for 
concrete basement walis, wes of freme constructi on, and is steted 
to heve eollepsed during the fire. Under such oircumstances, it 
might be expected thet much of the equipment, and other material 
referred to, will be buried in wreckege and could not be exemined. 


In this connection, not only heating equipment, but 
lighting plant units, and water supply equipment were in use at 
the school. Wo reference has been made to the oresent condition 
of this equinmeat. 


We feel thet if present weather conditions st Onion 
Leke permit, rediators, fire ezsepes, motel beds, piping end any 
other demaged metel articles should be removed from the wreckere 
and stored under the supervisicn of the Indier ent. The former 
boiler room, and engine room should be cleered of rubbish end all 
heati¢, lighting plant and pumping equipment ec mpletely exposed 
to view. The Indian Agent should then prepere en inventory em- 
bodying both the equipment which does not eppear to heve been 
demeged, end meterial no longer usable. 


Copies of this inventory should t furnished to this 
Service, by the Indien Affeirs Branch, fc the use of our officer, 
at such time as en insvection can be carried out.

Dear Mr. Hoey:- Re: St. Alban's School-Prince Albert 


There seems to be some misunderstanding as to respons- 
ibility for the necessary work involved in placing this building 
in good order for use as an Indian residential school. It has 
been our understanding that the Diocese of Saskatchewan were 
handing over the building to the Department for a period of five 
years and that the Department would spend a minimum of $2,000.00 
on the school in lieu of rent for the year 1944 and a like sum 
annually for the next four years. The Department would be 
responsible for the expenditures incurred in necessary repairs 
at the beginning but the Diocese would take care of these and all 
the taxes in subsequent years. We received a copy of your letter 
Ref. #115-1-1 to Rev. He Ellis dated December 23rd, in which he 
was asked to act as the agent of the Department in putting the 
necessary work in hands We learned that Mr. Ellis had gone to 
Prince Albert for this purpose and had arranged for the work to 
be done. 


Our Principal has now written to us about various 
necessary work and seems to be in doubt as to financial respons- 
ibility. He desired some partitions to be removed to provide 
dormitory accommodation for the boys at a cost of $150.00. We 
referred him to the Bishop of Saskatchewan, whose permission we 
felt should be secured before any structural alterations were made. 
He also reports that the heating plant and water system had to be 
placed in order at a cost of $282.40, and now speaks of laying a 
cement floor in the laundry and installing drain pipes so that the 
equipment may operate safely and efficiently. Mr. Ellis ask who 
is to pay for these changes and declares that the Diocese has no 
money. Our feeling is that these are items which should certainly 
be included as part of the necessary cost of making the building 
ready for usee We have no idea as to the amount that has been 
spent for the initial repairs but cannot feel that the Commission 
should be asked to face these matters at all. Our understanding 
is that an arrangement has been made as between the Department 
and the owner of the building and that our responsibility really 
commences when the school is in operation. I believe there are 
about 50 children now in residence and that the staff is complete. 
Only lack of some necessary equipment has prevented the Principal 
from bringing in the remainder of the children to the school.

as our Principal seems to be in perplexity,and the Bishop of 
Seskatchewan alse speaks of lack of a olear understanding.

Deer Doctor Alderwood: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 12th instant and note with interest the opinions 
expressed therein. 


It is my experience that misunderstandinges 
are apt to arise when schools ere administered in part 
by the Bishop of the Diocese, the Indien Residential 
School Commission and the Government. However, I shall 
attempt to give you a brief outline of our commitments 
at St. Alban's as I understand them. In this connection 
I am sending forward copy of a letter dated December 23, 
1943, addressed by me to Bishop Martin and a copy of 
the Bishop's reply thereto. 


I may state that when the Vinister was 
asked to authorize the operation of the St. Alban'ts 
College as an Indian residential school, following the 
destruction of the Onion Lake School by fire, the re- 
quest came at a time when we had made no provision what- 
ever in the estimetes for the amounts necessary to 
repair and furnish the college. The Minister's author- 
ization was granted on the understanding that we would 
attempt to take the amounts necessary for repair work 
and furnishings from the comparatively small amounts 
allotted to other residential schools, and this hes 
been done, The sum already spent - and the accounts 
have not yet been all received - for labour, repairs

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repairs end equipment amounts to 14,294.30. This, 

I feel sure you will agree, is quite a substantial 
amount. I must state frankly that from the reports 
we had received on this college, both from the church 
authorities and from Mr. Christianson, we were of the 
opinion that the full cost would not exceed 50% of 
this amount. You can readily realize, therefore, that 
with no provision made for such an expenditure in 
either last year's estimates or this year's a>prop- 
riations, there is a limit beyond which we caxnot 
possibly zo. 


I can only state that in view of the 
conditions confronting us at St. Alban's, we shall 
attempt to do all that is possible with the limited 
funds at our disposal and in so doing express the 
hope that your Commission will be prepared to assume 
at least a small amount of the expenditures necessary 
for the reopening of this school.

I have read with interest your letter of April 19th 
and may say that I had the pleasure of visiting the school on 
the same date. 


My impressions on the whole were most favourable and I 
was particularly gratified with the excellent quality of the 
equipment supplied by the Department. The Principal and his staff 
had worked hard to get the building ready for use, but had been 
handicapped by the piecemeal manner in which the equipment had 
come to hand, They had on the day in question some 50 children 
in residence and I gather than a number of others have since 
arrived. 


I was disappointed to find that a rainstorm had revealed 
that the roof was in need of some repair, as the rain had entered 
at one or two points and had spoiled some of the decorating 
recently carried out. A more serious lack concerned the wooden 
fire escape which appears prominently in the photograph which I 
believe you have received. This had been neglected and allowed 
to rot so that the top section was entirely out of use. Not 
stopping to discuss the question of responsibility for the expense, 
I instructed the Principal to see that this was attended to without 
delay. I have also been in touch with Bishop Martin in regard to 
it and he assures me that the matter has been put in hand, 


In regard to expenditure incurred, I would gather that 
this has been largely for the equipment necessary to conduct the 
school. I have most of the figures from our Principal as to the 
cost of repair and decorating work and it seems to me that this 
has scarcely exceeded the $2,000.00 amount authorized by the 
Department. Such further expense as may be entailed in putting the 
fire escape and roof in good repair is a matter that may have to 
be discussed with the Diocese of Saskatchewan. I note that at the 
time your letter was written the Department had spent $14,294.30 on 
this building, and agree that this is a very substantial amount. 

It had been my impression, however, that the Government has adopted 
the policy of not insuring its buildings and I took it that some 
other provision would be made to cover the cost of replacement and 
that the purchase of new equipment would be provided by this means. 


As I hope to be in Ottawa on Thursday, May 1lth, I shall 
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look forward to the opportunity of discussing this matter 
more fully.

Dear Mr. Hoey:- Re St. Alban's School, Prince Albert 


I visited this school over the weekend and went fully 
into a number of points of difficulty. I mentioned to you when 
in Ottawa that we were deeply concerned that our Principal had 
admitted 150 pupils in spite of our reiterated instruction that 
he should keep as closely as possible to 100. We knew that 
the capacity of this building was limited and did not wish to 
overcrowd it. 


My impression of the school was distinctly good and I 
am happy that many things have been well done and I am hopeful 
for the futuree It was evident, however, that there are too 
many children there at the present time, and I discussed fully 
with Principal Ellis how we might reduce the number. He insisted 
that he had not recruited this large number and that he could 
have obtained many moree He claimed that the various Agents 
concerned had sent the pupils in and that he had been unable to 
refuse them admission. Dr. Morrow, who has been most interested 
and helpful in the establishment of this school in Prince Albert, 
kindly came over for a conference with us. He agreed that the 
school was overcrowded but felt helpless in view of the demand on 
the part of Indian parents. 


We agreed to attempt the following methods of reducing 
the number. Principal Fisher of Lac la Ronge has a margin of 
accommodation at the present time and I have asked him to visit 
Montreal Lake and endeavour to secure the consent of some of the 
parents there to the transfer of their children from Prince Albert 
to his schoole This should be easier now in view of the fact 
that the troops in Prince Albert are travelling continually to 
Lac la Ronge and the trail should be in splendid condition from 
now one The journey in a covered truck can be made in reasonable 
comfort in six hours. The difficulty seems to be with the Indians, 
who have preferred to go south to Prince Albert,as there has been 
a good road while up to the present it has not been possible to 
travel easily to Lac la Ronge. 


Another suggestion is in line with the request of the 
Bishop of Saskatchewan for a Day School to be established at 
Onion Lakee I have no doubt you are giving consideration to this 
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Pres I desire to support the request, as I believe it will tend 

to relieve the difficulty created by our removal from Onion Lake 
sinee the firee If a dozen or more of the Onion Lake children 
could be taken home from Prince Albert to attend a Day School 
it would serve to relieve the congestion. We have carried out 
certain changes in the school building which will make it possible 
to handle 125 children safely, and the two proposals outlined 
above should reduce the pupilage to this figure. 


In laying this situation before our Commission on 
Tuesday, I was instructed to make an earnest request to the 
Government for an increase in the authorized pupilage at Prince 
Albert to 125. We believe this to be reasonable in view of the 
large number of Anglicans in the vicinity of Prince Albert and 
the strong desire of Indian parents to send their children to 
the schoole May I couple with this request the suzgestion that 
our authorized pupilage at Elkhorn be reduced by 257 We have 
for a number of years been authorized to receive 155 pupils and 
you will recall that the report of Dr. Simes criticized our 
overcrowding of the building although we had just about 130 
pupils. We have instructed our Principal not to take any more 
pupils and believe that 130 would be a fair figure to allow for 
the Elkhorn building.

My dear Mr. Hoey: 


I am in receipt of your letter of May llth 
with reference to the report by Inspector Ostrander on his 
visit to St. Alban's School, Prince Albert. I am glad to 
learn that Mr. Ostrander finds the building in good repair. 
The interior walls are, I understand, being painted. WNat- 
urally, the floors are being subjected to considerable wear 
and tear owing to the large number of boys and girls who 
are continually traversing these floors. Their boots and 
shoes tend to wear down any material. 


I am inclined to agree with the suggestion 
of overcrowding but of course this matter is not within my 
jurisdiction. On the other hand I cannot fully agree with 
Mr. Ostrander regarding the lack of fire escapes. After 
receiving your letter I again went to the school and I find 
that apart from the stairs, there are three excellent means 
of exit. This building was erected as a boarding school 
for girls, and“all its history, has been used for that pur- 
pose, or as a school for boys. Conseyuently, the lives of 
the children were safeguarded as far as it is possible. I 
can assure you that I will do all in my power to co-operate 
with you so that the children in residence will be thorough- 
ly well cared for and that as far as is humanly possible 
every danger of fire will be removed. 


Again, I assure you of my interest in this 
important matter, and also of my co-operation.

With regard to the residential schools special 
reports have been male in connection with the St. 
Alban's School at Prince Albert and the Gordon's 
School at Punnichy. As the result of my recommenda- 
tion instructions have gone to the Principal of the 
St. Alban's School to no accept more than 100 pupils 
in residence for the next term. The principal for the 
Gordon's School has not yet completed his staff for 
the next term. He promises to replace the Indian Far- 
ming Instructor with a capable man and to abtain the 
services of a suitable Sewing Matron and Kitchen 
Matron. All three of these positions were filled with 
unsuitable appointees during the past term and the 
work was not at all satisfactory. The appointment of 
Engineer was changed several times anda Mr. Ire- 
land was holding the appointment at the end of the 
June term. His services might be satisfactory if the 
machinery and ecuipment of the school was in good 
condition but I do not think that he is a good repair 
man and he was unable to cope with the regular dif- 
ficulties with the machinery. Both of the Lister 
engines have been shipped to Winnipeg to be repaired 
and a re quisition is going forward for new batte- 
ries for the lighting plant. The difficulty with 
respect towater supply has still not been met but the 
new well is being cleaned out in the hope that it 
will furnish an adequate supply. A further report 
on this will be forwarded shortly. The other resi- 
dential scho@ls have been operating in a fairly sa- 
tisfactory manner during the past quarter.

Acknowledging your letter of the 27th, reference 
115-1-1 (WT 1), I regret thet the number of pupils admitted in the above 
school has exceeded the figure authorized. In this connection, I may 
say that we have just received a letter from our principal, the Rev. 
G. W. Fisher, pointing out that the number of pupils is too high and ex- 
pressing the hope that the new quarters for the Lac la Ronge school may 
soon be opened in order that the surplus number may be transferred. 


Mr. Fisher tells us of the continual pressure under which 
he is labouring and confirms what our former principal said as to the 
difficulty of keeping down the number in this particular school. He 
claims that in visiting Lac la Ronge recently he found everywhere a 
desire to send children in and had thirteen requests from Stanley alone. 
He hes been receiving e great many requests from the reserves which 
formerly sent children to the Onion Lake school and has been asking many 
parents to keep their children at home until new school is opened. 


This Prince Albert Situation 
since St. Alban's was opened and Mr. Ellis 
Agents and the doctor of the Indian 4ealth 


has been a difficult one ever 
used to claim that various 
Services would insist upon pupils 


being admitted when the school was already over-crowded. The situation 
can apparently only be relieved by opening the new school and I trust that 
we may soon have the satisfaction of doing this.

While writing I wonder if this is the time 
to ask if the Department has any plans regardin; buildings 
at Pelican Narrows. Our school teacher last summer worked 
under many and great difficulties, both with regards to 
the school building and also the teacher's residence. 
I an quite sure that your representative, Mr. Bowman of 
The Pas, will be able to tell you just what conditions are 
at this point. I know personally that many visitors, who 
were there this summer have been very outspoken about the 
lack of accommodation. I do not wish to bother you about 
conditions in Northern Saska chewan, but in view of the 
report sent to me by our teacher, 1 thought I should 
inquire frou you as to whether any building programme was 
contemplated. 


I Was sorry not to be able to be present when the 
deputation from our Church met with the Minister and yourself 
and others some two weeks ago, but it was impossible for me 
to get away at that time.

I realize that there will be some delay in establishing 
the new school at Prince Albert, and in the meantime the dormitories 
at the old school will be over-crowded to the detriment of the children 

sleeping in them, also increasing the fire hazard. Please advise me 
whether or not I should insist that sufficient of the children be 
returned to their homes to reduce the mumber in residence to 100 
pending the opening of the new school. These extra children should 

not have been admitted to the school, but they are there now and there 
will be some difficulty in contacting their parents with a view to 
returning them to their homes, 


With regard to that part of Mr. Fisher's letter where he 
refers in the third paragraph to the purchase of cooking usensibs, 
ete., I have to say that I located a quantity of these utensils which 
could be purchased from a surplus in the hands of the Protincial 
Government, Department of Rehabilitation, taken over by them from 
War Assets Corporation. A list of these utensils was prepared and is hel 
in this office as I am awaiting unit prices from the official in 
Charge here in Regina. Mr. Fisher misunderstood me when he says that 
he understood that arrangements were made for their purchase. I pro- 
posed submitting the list to the Department and recommending their 
purchase as soon as prices have beenrece‘ ved. I expected to receive the- 
se prices today but they have not yet arrived. The list is not the 
complete requirements for opening a school of 129 pupils. Some of the 
articles were in sufficient quantity for our requirements, others were 
not. AS Soon as authority has been rece ved to take over the utensils 
in question I intend to check over the list with Mr. Fisher, ascertain 
what further quantities are required and submit the neessary requisitioh 
to the Department. 


I have not yet been officially informed that the proposed 
school will be operated in the near future. I note that Mr. Fisher's 
letter indicated that a definite arrangement has been made,

I have had an opportunity of discussing 
the fire at the Thunderchild Residential School with the 
Director. At first I recommended that Mr. Phelan visit 
Seskatchewan with a view to discussing the following 
educational problems with yous 


(1) To select a site for the proposed new Lac 
la Ronge Residential School. 
(2) To inspect the work done at the Gordon's 
Residential School. 
(3) To inspect the work done at the Prince Albert 
Army Camp. 
(4) To diseuss with you the steps which can be taken 
with regard to the children left without schooling 
as a result of the fire at Thunderchild. 


However, the Director does not wish Mr. 
Phelan nor myself to leave Ottawa for any length of time, 
because of the fact that the Educational Sub-Committee will 
soon start their work and he is anxious that we both be 
present for all its deliberations. 


Therefore, there is a possibility that he may 
ask you to come again to Ottawa to discuss the above problems 
and also your day school building program. Therefore, it is 
very likely that you will hear from him in this regard. In 
fact, I would suggest that you write him and advise the best 
time for your proposed visit. In the meantime, he has suggested 
that if at all possible some decision be reached with the Bishop 
of Sastatchewan as to the best location for the new Lac la Ronge 
Residential School.

With reference to Department letter of the 2lst ultimo, 
File No. 106-0-1/132-2-1/115-1-1 (#), regarding accomodation for pupils et 
the proposed Prince Albert Indien Residential School, and my letter of the 
Sth instent, File “o. 1021-303-11 ACE. on the subject, I have to say that we 
had a meeting at Prince Albert on the 19th instant to discuss the whole question. 
General Turner, Major C.A.F. Clarke, Mr. B.S. Jones, Superintendent, Carlton 
Agency, Reverend C.W. Fisher, and the writer were present. 


Since writing my letter of the 5th instant on the subject 
Major Clarke has received information that the Elkhorn School has to be closed 
entirely, resulting in approximately 130 pupils havine no school. In addition 
there are 161 pupils in residence at the present combined St. Alban's Indian 
Residential School and Prince Albert Residential School. In the Pelican Nerrows 
area there are approximately 200 pupils; Lac la Ronge area 125 pupils; 
Stanley area 161 pupils; Chitek Lake Area (the subject of another letter) 30 
pupils; Red Earth and Shoal Lake areas (also the subject of another letter) 
5 pupils. 


In view of these figures it will be seen that if we extend our 
pupilage for the Prince Albert Residential School to 600 pupils we will still 
not have sufficient room to accomodate all of the children who should be accomodated. 
In view of this fact our conclusions were that immediate steps should be taken to 
allocate to the Prince Albert Residential School sufficient funds to prepare all 
of the buildings mentioned in my letter of the 5th instant on the subject,for 400 
pupils by the lst of January, 1949, and for a further 200 pupils by the lst of 
September, 1949. 


Major Clerke is reporting to the Department in this connection 
and General Turner, who will be in Ottawa shortly, intends to discuss it with 
Canon Cooke and Department officials. In the meantime 1 would recommend that the 
funds which were alloted for replacing the Lac le Ronze School be used toward 
repairing the buildings at Ex-122 Army Camp for a large residential school.

Dear Mr. Fisher: 


It may assist you to have advance 
information of what Dominion and Provincial Officials 
concerned with the inspection of schools will expect to 
find when the two establishments under your principalship 
have achieved a settled routine. 


It is expected that, as the schools are 
within easy walking distance of each other activities will 
be unified rather than duplicated. We shall not object to 
your proposal to ——_ St. Alban's for the time being as 
a school exclusively for girls if the resulting duplications 
are kept to the minimum. 


In assigning girls to the two schools, you 
are, we expect accommodating at St. Alban's all girls who will 
attend high school. The rest of the girls for St. Alban's 
should be selected so as to reduce the number of grades taught 
by each teacher in the two schools. It would invite adverse 
criticiem to have one teacher at St. Alban's assigned to a 
classroom of girls in grades 4, 5,6, 7 and 8 while at the 
barracks another teacher has a roomful of boys in those grades. 
We think that the academic work will be better handled if boys 
anc girls are taught together in the upper grades. This will 
probably require the girls of those grades to live at the 
barracks. 


We appreciate the effect which this 
composition of classes may have on the organization of household 
duties, Girl Guides etc., but we feel sure that you can 
re~arrange these activities satisfactorily, particularly as among 
the three hundred pupils residentat Prince Albert there are 
likely to be many bigger girls who, although they have done little 
book work, are intelligent and capable of being trained quickly 
to be useful around the school. 
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It is recommended, therefore, that the classes at 
St. Alban's be as nearly as possible homogengous groups 
of girls initielly of low academic rating but grouped 
with consideration for the factors of physical and social 
development, intelligence and reading readiness. Thus 
grouped they should be able to advance more rapidly than 
the children in institutions where these factors may not 
be given the consideration they deserve. In this appraisal 
we hope to provide assistance early in the academic year, 
(by "assistance" I mean the provision of test materials 
and help in their administration and interpretation). It 
may be supposed that the handling of this new and large 
concentration of Indian pupils will be watched with intense 
interest by educationists and others who will, no doubt, 
expect that the best educational procedures will be adopted. 


The provision of vocational training for pupils at 
Prince Albert is another aspect that is receiving attention. 
We hope to provide a cow-barn, pasture and garden land. We 
look forward to seeing the subject of animal husbandry 
handled in the classroom and on the farm in such a way that 
boys will take part in the calf clubs associated with the 
Prince Albert Cattle Fair and in other ways develop an 
enthusiasm for adult activity in animal husbandry. 


Similar integrated activity should be possible in 
poultry husbandry and vegetable-raising. Garden plots for 
boys and girls could be projects of the classwork in nutrition, 
agriculture and home-making for all pupils. 


For the girls we should like to see one of the schools 
provide a specially-equipped room where the teaching of sewing 
and allied subjects can be concentrated under the most 
competent person available. This should not be allowed to 
become a repair shop where mending and darning dominate the 
proceedings, although the need for these activities is 
recognized. 


The walking involved in the passage of the girls from 
one school to the other should provide an opportunity to 
improve the lackadaisical posture and gait of pupils in whom 
these defects are not chargeable to dietary deficiency. 
Supervised walks are, of course, only one aspect of« physical 
education programme which we expect will include regularly 
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appointed classes and organized games calculated to exploit 
each child's allotment of recreational time. The homogeneous 
grouping which should improve the standard of work in other 
subjects should serve to make easier the conduct of games 
engaging all pupils. 


Since space is likely to be ample in the 
barracks, the provision of library facilities, distinct 
from a combined games and recreational reading room, should 
receive early attention. 


Finally, to assist in coping with the problem 
of pupil-supervision which you anticipate will be more difficult 
in a school where the pupils are not confined tc one building, 
we recommend the immediate introduction of classroom lessons 
and discussions to prepare the pupils for the early election 
of group leaders, whe, Wild SEALY weerte “tif presence ‘or ‘tte 
upper grade’boys and girls in the barracks should permit the 
appointment of monitors pro tem who may not, however, prove 
permanently acceptable to yourself or to their fellow-students. 
We would draw your attention to the series of articles on extra- 
curricular activities which appeared in last year's Indian School 
Bulletin. 


We feel that you welcome this opportunity to 
demonstrate what can be done in the light of all the criticism 
and advice which the Department has received concerning the 
conduct of its schools. We look forward to the success of an 
experiment where it is possible to select and develop traditions 
and practices that may serve to guide our procedure elsewhere.

In your letter you also drew my 
attention to the fact that the Church authorities have 
requested you to consider the erection of the echool at 
Lac Sioux instead of Onion Lake. I am satisfied that 
conditions could not be worse than they are at Onion 
Lake, and the Department should not consider, for one 
minute, the substituting of the money for a school at 
Lac Sioux- Even if this were needed, it could be put 
off for one year. The school at Onion Lake has suffered 
untold inconvenience for many years. It is ineanitary, 
damp and is juet hanging together. I am glad that you 
are not able to agree to this change.

In reply to your letter of the 7th.

School, I beg to state that a number of the members of our 
Commission have examined the blue print sketches which you 
so kindly forwarded,and which are being returned herewith. 


The members of the Commission who have examined the sketches 
have desired me to convey to you an expression of their appre- 
ciation of the care which has so obviously been taken to make 
this institution as comfortable and convenient as could well 
be managed for an institution so remotely situated from rail- 
way facilities. While expressing their approval of the 
plans in general, they requested me to incorporate in my reply 
to your letter a few suggestions concerning certain require- 
ments which,although not indicated in the sketches,they have 
no doubt the architect may,in his own mind,already have ar- 
ranged to supply. They are as follows :- 


1. Basement Plan, 


Dairy Room. 

A Coal bin in or near the boiler room. 

Doors leading to the outside from the Recreation rooms. 
They observed that the food from the staff dining room 
must apparently be carried through the Pupils' dining 
room, but appreciate the Architect's difficulty in al- 
tering them. 
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Ground Floor. 


(a) That there should be a door leading to the outside 
from the Chapel,preferably on the right hand side 
of the entrance from the passage. 


(b) Ae the Chapel,so called, will probably have to be 
used as an Assembly Room as well as for religious 
services,they were of the opinion that the room 
eouka be made to serve this dual purpose if one end 
of the Chapel were screened off with folding doors 
to serve as a Sanctuary. 


(c) As no Indian room,so called,appears to have been pro- 
vided, they suggest that one of the staff bed-rooms 
at the front end of the passage be set apart for this 
purpose. 


The First Floor. 
The centre room in the front might be fitted up with 
shelves as a library and reading room for the children. 


The Second Floor. 


(a) Toilet and closets to be added to the dormitories and 
bedrooms. 


As no front elevation accompanied the sketches,the membera were 
unable to ascertain the use which was to be made of the spaces 
above the boys' and girls' dormitories. They presumed that it 
was your intention that the elevation of the ends of the build- 
ing would cease at the top of the boys'and girls' dormitories 
and be covered with the temporary roof in order that the eleva- 
tion of those ende might be extended to the same height ,should 
necessity arise, as the roof of the second floor. If they are 
Tight in this opinion,they wondered if it would not be better 
to have the walls around the spacesreferred to extended upwards 
to the same elevation as the central part of the second floor 
when the building operations are in progress ,rather than have 
this extension made at a subsequent date. 


As you state in your letter that the building must be of frame 
construction on a concrete foundation,it was also suggested 
that the thickness of the foundation should project sufficient- 
ly to admit of having the building brick veneered ,should this, 
at any future date be found necessary- 


The above suggestions I beg to commend to your sympathetio con-

First Floor Plan 


In the infirmary quarters on this floor only one 
doorway is shown leading to the corridor, and this doorway is 
placed as far us possible from the stairs. Would it not be 
much safer if additional doors were put in at points which I 
nave marked X- These extra doors would be quite close to the 
stairs and would be an aid to egress from that part of the 
building in case of fire.

It is noticeable that no provision has been made 
for open air sleeping porches for the pupils- I would sugges 
that these be put in on the first floor as outlined by me in 
red pencil. The centre porch could be used by infirmary

The 
second floor does not lend itself so readily to the placing 
of sleeping porches, but even here some small provision of 
the kind could be made- This I have marked also with red 
pencil.

Plans and specifications have been prepared 
for the proposed new Church of England school on the 
Onion Lake Indian Reserve, Sask. In planning this build- 
ing it hae been necessary to keep in mind the site for 
the building which is lorwated on the Onion Lake Reserve, 
approximately 35 miles from a railway station. The build- 
ing, as planned,ie of frame construction on a concrete 
foundation, with a low pressure steam system of heating. 
In the specifications for the building care has been exer- 
cised in providing only what is absolutely necessary for 
the operating of the school. Everything is included in the 
plans and specifications with the exception of the water 
Supply and sewerage system. It is impossible to include 
these items as we have not sufficiat detailed informtion 
in order to prepare the necessary plans and specifications. 


It ig rather difficult, owing to the looation, 
as all materiale have to be transported a distance of 35 
miles and ferried across the river, to arrive at an accurate 
estimate of the cost, but I am of the opinion that the build- 
ing can be built for approximately $75,000.
